Parachute Angles 


Anthony Quinn is the commander of a para- 
trooper unit in "Lost Command" and his 
men are seen jumping into action in several 
scenes in the picture. Play up the parachute 
jumping angle in your local exploitation. 


e Through local American Legion Posts, 
or an Army camp in your area, locate 
former paratroopers. Arrange for them 
to be interviewed on their war-time 
experiences and have them attend the 
opening night of the picture, as guests 
of honor, wearing their uniforms. 


e Through the Legion and army camp, 
borrow the equipment carried by a para- 
trooper when he jumps into action. It 
will make an interesting display in a 
prominent store window, with picture 
stills and credits, or as a lobby exhibit 
at the theatre. 

e If a jump isn't possible in your situa- 
tion, locate a resident who can pack a 
parachute, to give a demonstration of 
the art in your lobby or on a local TV 
show, with, of course, complete credits. 


Physical Fitness 


Anthony Quinn, as commander of a crack 
French Army paratroop unit, uses a tough 
course to help build battle readiness. In line 
with the President's Physical Fitness cam- 
paign, ask the local school and college ath- 
letic directors to stage a similar obstacle 
run for members of the physical education 
classes. Another idea would be to have a 
chinning bar set up in the theatre lobby and 
find the local chinning champs in several age 
groups, with prizes to winners. Schools could 
compete with their star chinners. Arrange 
for newspaper photo coverage of the stunt.

Three Continents! 


‘Lost Command" takes place on three con- 
tinents — Asia, with the battle of Dien Bien 
Phu recreated in the film; Europe, to which 
Anthony Quinn and his company return, and 
Africa, specifically, Algeria. 


This "three continent'’ approach might be 
used in a variety of showmanship ways: 

e Find a localite who, also, has fought on 
three continents... or even, has visited them. 
@ Work with merchants, service agencies 
and stores on displays, co-op newspaper ads, 
etc., along the lines of: ''Gourmet Foods 
From the Three Continents of ‘Lost Com- 
mand’ "' and "Travel to the Three Continents 
of ‘Lost Command.’ " 

@ Setup a blown-up lobby map of the world, 
with France, Algeria and Indo-China indicat- 
ed by ribbons which lead to appropriate stills 
from the picture. Over-all line might read: 
"Love, Action, Adventure on Three Con- 
tinents With 'Lost Command’ Paratroopers."' 


News Clips 


Work with local newspaper promotion mana- 
ger on a display — for use in your lobby, 
in hotels, terminals, etc. — which makes use 
of stills from the picture and poster art, 
along with blow-ups of that newspaper's 
headlines and stories about the French in 
Indo-China (especially, Dien Bien Phu!) and 
Algeria. A general headline might be along 
the lines of: "For World-Wide Coverage, 
the Express . . . For World-Wide Entertain- 
ment, the State!"

Parachute Decor 


Toy paper parachutes, with cardboard fig- 
ures attached, may be purchased inexpen- 
sively and in quantity from local novelty and 
toy stores. 


e Suspend a number of the parachutes from 
your foyer ceiling and the marquee. 


e Plant a notice in a local paper, or use an 
insert in the opening day ad, calling attention 
to the parachute drop to be made from your 
town's tallest building, with some of the 
‘chutes bearing guest tickets to the picture. 
Stunt might also be worked with a radio or 
TV personality. 


e Youngsters in town can compete in a toy 
parachute-making contest. 


Street Bally 


The best street bally would be a man wearing 
a paratrooper's uniform, complete with para- 
chute pack and a red beret, who also visits 
media offices. 




















The Big Jump for ‘Lost Command’! 


Here's how ''Lost Command" was promoted in Cleveland. You can do the same! With the 
cooperation of a local airport and authority for the stunt granted by the Mayor, two teams 
of local parachutists competed in a jumping contest that attracted wide-spread attention to 
the film and its playdate. First, the title of the picture was printed in 10-foot letters across 
the airfield, using white water colors, and red circles were painted in the letter ''O"' in each of 
the words. Two teams of three men each, then jumped in turn, with the ones landing closest 
to the target letters winning the competition. Prizes of $50 Savings Bonds were awarded the 
individual winner and to the winning team. In addition to full newspaper coverage, a local 
radio station broadcast the event. 


If there are any parachute-jumping clubs or groups in your area, get their cooperation in 
staging similar jumping exhibitions in honor of "Lost Command." Be sure to alert all news- 
papers, radio and TV stations to cover the event.

A drama of men and women in 
war, in the kind of war where no 
quarter is asked or given, Mark 
Robson’s production of “Lost 
Command” is a motion picture 
that not only stands by itself as 
an absorbing adventure drama, 
but it also serves as something 
of a marker for our times. It is 
a page out of recent history, with 
a meaning for today. 

“Lost Command” is the story 
of a group of French paratroop- 
ers who have been defeated at 
Dien Bien Phu but achieve some 
measure of success in the later 
war against Algeria. “Lost Com- 
mand” ends with its soldiers be- 
ing rewarded for their efforts, 
just around the corner from 
where an Algerian boy is paint- 
ing the defiant word “Independ- 
ence” on a wall. 

Starred in the film are An- 
thony Quinn, as the paratroop 
commander who does whatever 
needs doing, just so long as he 
can achieve a victory; Alain 
Delon, as a young officer serving 
under Quinn, sensitive, but still 
able to beat up the Algerian girl 
he loves in order to force her 
into betraying her own brother; 
George Segal, as the brother, a 


former French Army officer now 
fighting for his native Algeria; 
Michele Morgan, as the aristo- 
cratic French countess who is 
attracted to the lusty, war-loving 
Quinn and helps him achieve his 
ambitions; Maurice Ronet, as 
another of Quinn’s officers, a 
man who. cold-bloodedly kills 
whatever stands in his way. 
Claudia Cardinale is seen as 
Aicha, the girl whose romance 
with French officer Delon ends in 
nightmare, and Gregoire Aslan 
is co-starred as a gentle Algerian 
doctor who leads the fight for 
freedom. 

Nelson Gidding wrote the 
screenplay for “Lost Command,” 
based on the international best- 
selling novel, “The Centurions,” 
by Jean Larteguy. Robson pro- 
duced and directed, making “‘Lost 
Command” a worthy successor to 
such other of his films as “Von 
Ryan’s Express,” “Champion,” 
“Home of the Brave,” “The Inn 
of the Sixth Happiness” and 
“Peyton Place,” to name but a 
few. 

John R. Sloan served as associ- 
ate producer for the Red Lion 
Production, and the music was 
written by Franz Waxman. 


Truly International 














Motion picture actors, techni- 
cians and administrative person- 
nel must be prepared to circle 
the globe at short notice. 

This is well illustrated by 
Mark Robson’s production of 
“Lost Command,” new action- 
adventure drama of French co- 
lonial warfare in Indo-China and 
Algeria, filmed in Spain for Co- 
lumbia Pictures release and now 
Pt i eee Theatre, in Pana- 
vision and Columbiacolor. “Lost 
Command” stars Anthony Quinn, 
Alain Delon, George Segal, Mi- 
chele Morgan, Maurice Ronet 
and Claudia Cardinale as Aicha 
and co-star Gregoire Aslan, 

Producer-director Robson is 
American, but he is familiar with 
overseas filming of such pictures 
as “Von Ryan’s Express” (in 
Rome, Spain and Hollywood) 
and “Nine Hours to Rama” (in 
England and India). Robson 
managed a veritable United Na- 
tions on his set; his cast and 
erew spoke English, Spanish, 
French, Italian, Arabic and some 
even used international sign lan- 
guage. 

Quinn is Mexican-born, and 
now lives in Rome. Segal is an 
American who lives in California 
and New York City. Delon, Miss 
Morgan and Ronet are French 
and lives in Paris. Miss Cardi- 
nale was born in Tunis, but lives 
in Rome. All speak English, but 
collectively they also could con- 
verse in French, Spanish, Italian, 
Greek and Arabic, 

Among the supporting players 
who came to Madrid were dis- 
tinguished French actors Jean 
Servais, Jacques Marin and 
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Jean-Paul Moulinot. Portraying 
French paratroopers were Syl 
Lamont from Hollywood, 
Dutch-born Simino, Jean Claude 
Bereq, Maurice Sarfati and 
American-born Gordon Heath, 
all living in Paris. 

Others were Spanish actors 
Aldo Sanbrell and Chile-born 
Andres Monreal who play Al- 
gerian terrorists, Chinese Bert 
Lwouk (from London) who por- 
trays a Vietnamese officer and 
American Howard Hagan, a resi- 
dent of Madrid who plays a 
helicopter pilot. 

Academy-award winning cine- 
matographer Robert Surtees 
from Hollywood led an AIll- 
American camera unit. Also 
American are film editor Dorothy 
Spencer and Fred Tuch, who 
was second unit director. Associ- 
ate producer John Sloan came 
from England as did art director 
John Stoll, who won an Academy 
Award for his work on “Law- 
rence of Arabia.” The film’s 
dress designer, Tanine Autry, is 
from Paris. 

This international company 
worked successfully together for 
six months, filming in some 70 
different- and rugged set-ups, 
ranging from the Guaderrama 
Mountains outside Madrid, on 
interior and exterior Madrid lo- 
cations, to the Malaga docks, 
Torremolinos Beach and arid 
mountain plateaus of Almeria. 

Nelson Gidding wrote the 
screenplay for ‘Lost Command” 
based on the novel, “The Cen- 
turions” by Jean Larteguy. 
Franz Waxman wrote the music 
for the Red Lion production. 


Anthony Quinn 


Being bi-lingual is an asset 
but, for an actor, the knowledge 
of several languages has im- 
measurable advantages. Anthony 
Quinn, as a ruthless French army 
officer in Mark Robson’s produc- 
tion of “Lost Command,” the Co- 
lumbia Pictures release in Pana- 
vision and Columbiacolor, at the 
Theatre, converses in 
at least four languages and he 
is living proof that knowing 
more than English pays off in 
dividends. 

“Lost Command” also stars 
Alain Delon, George Segal, Mi- 
chele Morgan, Maurice Ronet and 
Claudia Cardinale as Aicha and 
co-stars Gregoire Aslan. 

The picture was filmed in 
Spain and Quinn’s knowledge of 
Spanish helped him the moment 
he alighted from his plane in 
Madrid. 

“T spoke to the boys and girls 
from the press and magazines in 
their own language,’ Quinn re- 
calls. “I answered their ques- 
tions in their own idom and even 
asked them questions about 
themselves. It made the inter- 
views warm and personal.” 

Later on, as the company 
worked in Madrid and on loca- 
tions in Malaga and Almeria in 
Southeast Spain, Quinn’s knowl- 
edge of the language continued 
to pay off; he could talk with the 
Spanish crew, technical advisers 
and members of the cast, as well 
as the people who came to watch. 
With Alain Delon, Michele Mor- 
gan, Maurice Ronet, Jean Claude 
Bereq, Maurice Sarfati and other 
French actors, Quinn’s fluency in 
their languige helped again. 

A picture like “Lost Com- 
mand,” story of the French para- 
troopers who fought in both 
Indo-China and Algeria, attracts 
correspondents from all over the 
world, most of whom speak only 
in their own tongue, Quinn’s 
knowledge of Spanish, Italian 
and French came in handy. 

“It’s a good thing for anyone 
to learn languages,” Quinn as- 
serts, “but today, with films be- 
ing made all over the world, 
knowing several languages is es- 
sential for actors,” and proof of 
this is Anthony Quinn. 

Nelson Gidding wrote the 
sereenplay for “Lost Command” 
based on the novel, “The Cen- 
turions” by Jean Larteguy. John 
R. Sloan was the associate pro- 
ducer on the Red Lion Produc- 
tion, and Franz Waxman wrote 
the music.

Most moviegoers seldom rea- 
lize what actors have to go 
through in order to prepare for 
a role. 

Anthony Quinn, starring in 
Mark Robson’s production of 
“Tost Command,” the Columbia 
Pictures release at the... .Thea- 
tre in Panavision and Columbia- 
color, had to condition himself 
rather rigorously for his part, 
that of a French paratrooper 
colonel. “Lost Command” stars 
Quinn, Alain Delon, George Segal 
Michele Morgan, Maurice Ronet 
and Claudia Cardinale as Aicha. 
Robson produced and directed 
from the Nelson Gidding screen- 
play based on Jean Larteguy’s 
novel, “The Centurions,” which 
deals with the French paratroop- 
ers who met defeat at Dien Bien 
Phu and later in Algeria. 

In the film, Quinn faced a great 
physical challenge. Cast with a 
group of younger men, he had 
to measure up to their standards 
in rugged physical activity. 
Quinn went into training a month 
before the cameras rolled. He 
climbed cliffs and jogged from 
five to ten miles in road work 
daily. During production, Quinn 
kept in trim by swimming and 
playing tennis.

Alain Delon, currently starred 
les ee Theatre in Mark 
Robson’s production of “Lost 
Command,” new Columbia Pic- 
tures release in Panavision and 
Columbiacolor, has variously 
been compared to James Dean 
and Tyrone Power. He is, in ef- 
fect, a handsome young French 
actor, brilliantly capable of play- 
ing both “rebel” and “romance” 
roles. In “Lost Command,” in 
which he is seen as a paratroop 
officer under Anthony Quinn’s 
command, Delon plays a charac- 
ter who is both rebel and roman- 
tic; he also is tough, athletic and 
grimly aware of the tactics nec- 
essary for modern battlefield 
survival, 

Others in the “Lost Com- 
mand,” cast include George 
Segal, Michele Morgan, Maurice 
Ronet with Claudia Cardinale as 
Aicha and co-star Gregoire 
Aslan. 

Delon, born in a small suburb 
of Paris, was 17 when he enlisted 
in the French Marines and then 
discovered he could not set foot 
on a ship without becoming sea- 
sick. The next five years were 
spent between sick bay and ship’s 
brig, because he also disliked 
naval discipline. Transferred 
from the Navy to the Army, 
young Delon was sent to fight in 
Indo-China, where some of the 
battle action and story content of 
“Lost Command” takes place. 

On his discharge from the 
army, Delon found himself at 
loose ends in Paris and joined a 
group of friends on a visit to the 
Cannes Film Festival. His hand- 
some appearance and bright per- 
sonality prompted a talent scout 
to give him a film test. 

Delon’s films, in Europe and 
America, include such pictures as 
“Purple Noon,” which was rated 
the best picture of the year in 
Japan; “Rocco and His Broth- 
ers,’ “The Leopard,” and “Any 
Number Can Win.” Recently he 
starred in “The Yellow Rolls 
Royce,” with Ingrid Bergman 
and Rex Harrison; “Once a 
Thief,’ with Ann-Margret and 
“Joy House,’ with Jane Fonda.

several tons of high explosives. 

“Lost Command,” filmed in 
Spain, stars Anthony Quinn, 
Alain Delon, George Segal, Mich- 
ele Morgan, Maurice Ronet and 
Claudia Cardinale as Aicha. The 
story is based on “The Centuri- 
ons,” by Jean Larteguy. 

It opens with a bang at Dien 
Bien Phu where paratroopers 
drop into an enemy minefield as 
they try to join defending forces 
against Indo-Chinese attack. In 
Algeria, shapely Claudia Cardi- 
nale totes detonators in her 
beach bag to be used against the 
French, and paratroopers under 
Quinn’s command are ambushed 
and blown up in their trucks. 

Quinn seizes secret police files 
—these are blown up. Cardinale 
is arrested, and after a brutal 
beating, reveals the hiding place 
of the Algerian guerrillas.

A doctor and nurse were in 
attendance all the time, but the 
only casualty was petite blonde 
French photographer Alice Fla- 
ment, who suffered superficial 
cuts from a piece of debris. 
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mous stature in Europe, he also 
is a noted working war corre- 
spondent, whose battlefield dis- 
patches have made world-wide 
headlines. The authenticity and 
truth of his novel is unques- 
tioned, and advance critics re- 
port the film version possesses 
the same dramatic power and 
reality. 

Producer-director Mark Rob- 
son postponed filming of “Lost 
Command” for more than a year 
until Anthony Quinn could be 
free to play the starring role of 
Lt. Col. Pierre Raspeguy, leader 
of the French paratroopers. For 
the Algerian girl Aicha, Robson 
wanted only Claudia Cardinale 
and here, too, the lovely Miss 
Cardinale had to be waited on 
until her busy film schedule al- 
lowed her to play the role.

Stick to the script? Don’t al- 
ways expect it of producer-di- 
rector Mark Robson. 

In Spain, directing his produc- 
tion of “Lost Command,” the Co- 
lumbia Pictures release in Pana- 
vision and Columbiacolor at the 
Theatre, Robson didn’t 
believe in the time-tested meth- 
ods of rehearsing actors and 
crews in every bit of “business.” 
He wanted the unexpected, which 
happens in wartime, the back- 
ground of the film. Robson has 
employed much the same un- 
predictable behavior in his earli- 
er film-making, such pictures as 
“Von Ryan’s Express,” “The 
Prize,” “Nine Hours to Rama,” 
“The Inn of the Sixth Happi- 
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ness,” “Peyton Place,” “The 
Bridges at Toko-Ri,”’ “Cham- 
pion,” and the others. 

“Lost Command” stars An- 


thony Quinn, Alain Delon, George 
Segal, Michele Morgan, Maurice 
Ronet and Claudia Cardinale as 
Aicha and co-stars Gregoire 
Aslan. It is a story of the rugged 
French paratroopers who fought 
in Indo-China and, later, against 
the Algerians. 

As an example of Robson’s 
ideas, he assembled Anthony 
Quinn, playing a tough para- 
troop colonel, and a group of 
Arabs in jellabas, deep in the 
cellar of Madrid’s De Olivares 
military barracks.

His voice 
was loud and frightening—but 
nothing compared to what fol- 
lowed, a violent explosion in the 
room he had just quitted. 

Flakes, chips and strips of 
plaster flew from the ceiling, as 
the tremendous blast rocked the 
interrogation room. Robson stood 
firm, as did his forewarned cam- 
eraman who captured the severe 
shock and fear on everyone’s 
face, and that’s what Robson 
wanted, The scene represented 
an Algerian attempt to blow up 
Quinn and his officers and Rob- 
son succeeded in capturing it in 
truly realistic vein.
